AMENDMENT TO THE TELANGANA JUDICIAL MINISTERIAL AND SUBORDINATE SERVICE 
RULES, 2018.

In exercise of the powers conferred by the provision to article 309 of the Constitution 

of India and of all other powers hereunto enabling the Governor of Telangana hereby 
makes the following amenciment to the Telangana Judicial Ministerial and Subordinate 
Service Rules, 2018 issued in G.O.Ms.No.29, Law (LA&J-Home-Courts. B) Department, 
Dated 18.05.2018 and as amended from time to time. 


AMENDMENT 


In the said rules, 


1) In rule 7, in sub-rule (a), for the word and expression “Rule 22(A)” the word and 
expression “Rule 22”shall be substituted. 


2) In Annexure-I to rule 8;- 


(i) for the entries in column (4) against SI.No.14, i.e. Driver (Light Vehicle), the 
following shall be substituted, namely,- 


“(i) Must have passed SSC examination or its equivalent examination 

(ii) Must be able to reac and write Telugu, Urdu/Hindi and English 

(iii) Must possess a valid LMV driving licence issued by the Competent 
Authority under the Motor Vehicles Act, 1998 with practical experience in 
driving Motor Vehicles for period of not less than (3) years with 
endorsement to drive Motor Cycle and Auto Rickshaw” 
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(ii) for the entry in Column (4) against SI.No. 17, i.e. Office Subordinate/ Attender, 
the following shal: be substituted 


“Must have passed any exam between 7" to 10% class or its equivalent 
examination. But the candidate is having higher qualification than 10" class 
shall not be considered as eligible.” 


(iii) After Note.2, the following Note shall be added, namely;- 


“Note 3: A person who possesses a Bachelor Degree in law of any University in 
India established or incorporated by or under a Central Act or Provincial Act or 
State Act or an Institution recognized by the University Grants Commission is not 
required to pass Civil Judicial Test Part-I & II and Criminal Judicial Test as a 
condition to seek for promotion to the categories of posts at SI.Nos.1, 2, 3 and 7.” 


The Registrar (Admn), High Court for the State of Telangana, Hyderabad is 
requested to take further necessary action in the matter.
